This new system is expected to be 
operational by November 1999 and it will make it even more likely that a new call can be granted and 
ON THE AIR before any of us find out about it unless we monitor the system minute-by-minute round 
the clock every day of the week. We will continue to bring you the freshest information here in DX 
News but the requisite turnaround time for a printed publication means that it will be more likely new 
calls could already be on the air before you read it here. Down another avenue, this week the FCC 
granted 95 new stations and accepted 27 more applications for filing. How many of these were AM 
stations? None! A sign of the times I guess.

Ihave to admit that I’m astounded to read in the current DX News that I’ve been doing this column 
for ten years. Ihad noidea! Do ten year editors get preferential parking spots at NRC HQ? (There’s no 
NRC HQ, so, sure! -pls) The real benefit, of course, is all of the friendships that I’ve made with our 
many reporters through the years. E-mail reporting has completely removed the old “cut and paste” 
method of editing, and gets the news out to everyone so much more quickly. I haven’t touched that 
bottle of rubber cement in years! 

Bruce Conti’s cat tales get me thinking about my dog Pablo. He’s an 18 month old Labrador Re- 
triever, and lives in our kitchen, about as far from the radio equipment as you can get in our house. 
Even so, he’s had an impact. Just last week I was out doing some yard work and I noticed that my 
ground wire was completely chomped ... still connected but all the insulation gnawed off! I’d like to 
think that a Lab would delight in retrieving distant signals, not my outdoor wire! 

Speaking of denizens of the far north, Newfoundland DXpedition logs are beginning to appear. 
Since this usually appears as a complete report elsewhere in DX News, I’ll only give some of the high- 
lights as listed in the preliminary reports from some of the participants. We also have an interesting 
report from Martin Elbe in Morocco. And Russ Edmunds offers some helpful observations about 
auroras. 

Listening conditions around here have been generally auroral, especially in the early evening. Not 
a trace of any TA signals as a result. 

Do you scan your out-going e-mail messages for viruses? I have started doing this, as well as 
checking all in-coming e-mail for the same. It’s a good idea, and I’m sorry it took this long. I finally 
obtained an anti-virus program that I could use on my old PC (without CD ROM). I ran every one of 
my disks and cleaned up about forty infected files. By the way, I took this computer in for some work 
on the fan last year, and the staff at the store were absolutely mystified by my old (newer than my car!) 
IBM PS1. They finally dredged some old guy up from the basement (probably named “Pop”) who 
showed a dim flash of recognition when he saw my unit, and then worked on it like an anthropologist 
looking at a Model T with a mixture of respect and incredulity. The rest of the store staff just shook 
their heads (behind my back) at the tragedy of my delusions (and my stubborn unwillingness to buy a 
new model).

We also benefit from e-mail 
material sent out by Grupo MediDX of Spain and PLAY-DxX of Italy, the latter sent compliments of 
Dario Monferini. I also monitor reports made to the <amfmtvdx@qth.net> e-mail list, but only use 
these items with the permission of the originator. I have also monitored the Hard-Core-DX e-mail list, 
but I am temporarily unsubscribed due to the high volume of submissions (most relevant material 
seems to reach me via the Medium Wave Circle e-mail list, however). Any DX News reader wishing to 
contact these groups, please get in touch with Jim Renfrew at the addresses shown above. 


AUSTRIA: Radio Helsinki, Graz, is willing to start transmissions on 1026 in the autumn with a power 
of 150 kW, being the first broadcaster to take advantage of the freeing medium wave frequen- 
cies for private stations in Austria. This station broadcasts at present on FM as “free radio”. 
[RADIORED via FSDXF in Medium Wave News (UK), OCT 99] 

ECUADOR: The sleeping volcano Guagua Pichincha (4974 meters above sea level) which has not been 
active for 340 years is waking up these days and an eruption is considered imminent. It is 
located only 10 km from downhill Quito (2850 meters) and from the HCJB Broadcasting 
House Complex near the international airport. An eruption will cause severe damage to the 
Ecuadorian capital and the city is on high alert and ready to evacuate its 1.2 million inhabit- 
ants at any time now, according to a statement from the mayor on SEP 29. In case of eruption 
HCJB will close its studios in Quito immediately and try to send some producers to the Pifo 
transmitter site 75 km east of the capital in order to continue emergency broadcasting from 
the small studio out there. [Sonja Persson and Horst Rosiak, HCJB in Arctic Radio Club OCT 
19] 

FRANCE: Updated medium wave/long wave situation straight from Maison de la Radio: the 162 
kHz long wave transmitter is located in the Cher department and broadcasts France Inter 24 
hours except Tuesday from 0100-0500 local, with power of 2000 kW day and 1000 kW night. 
Radio Bleue is on 603,711,837,864,945,1206,1242,1278,1377,1404,1494 and 1557 from 0655 to 
1900 (but on Marseilles 1242usually well into the night with les nuites musicales de Radi 

= Bleue, full of ID’s frequencies, programme promos and music from French all time hits to Cat 

Stevens. The following local stations have local opt-outs on the 

frequencies of Radio Bleue: R. France Alsace (in Alsatian on 1278), 

R. France Amorique (in Breton on 711 kHz) and Radio Corse 

Frequenza Mora (on 1404 and 1494 kHz from 0700-0800 and 1200- 

1300). FIP is on medium wave in Paris only, only 585 kHz from 

1600 to 1800 and in Lille (Mon-Fri only) on 1377 from 1900 to 2000.

IRELAND: RTE has confirmed that the former Radio NaGaeltachta transmitters on 963 and 828 kHz 
closed last year. The Gaelic language station only broadcasts on 540 kHz in Connemara and 
on FM nationally.

TANZANIA: Last night Tanzania was a solid signal from 2200-2300 with best reception around 2330. 
A different format again last night. This time English and Swahili (presumed) Christian songs. 
In the whole hour only one announcement and that was an ID at 2230 “Radio Tanzania Dar 
es Salaam”. Signal was peaking at over $9 on my AOR7030 + K9AY antenna. It was just 
detectable on my Sony 2001D using just the internal ferrite rod antenna.

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AURORAL OVALS 
(or DX-ER’S DONUTS) 
By Russ Edmunds <wb2bjh@hotmail.com> 

After reading Mark & Bruce’s comments in the latest issue about auroral conditions, I thought 
that perhaps a brief and mostly non-technical review of a few points might be in order. 

(1) The auroral absorption area is generally considered to be of an oval shape, roughly centered 
on the North Magnetic Pole, which is located in NE Canada. 

(2) The thickest part of the oval, as well as its most southward penetration will always be 
located on the side of the earth opposite the sun. 

(3) The thickness and ‘depth’ of the auroral oval will vary as a result of immediate or recent 
prior A or K indices, although it may also be influenced by substorms or flares. 

(4) Given the above, the effects will vary by hour and by geographical relationship between the 
DxX’er, the station and the oval. 

If the absorption zone is more or less overhead to the DX’er, absorption can occur on stations 
from the West, Noth and East. If the zone is located East or Northeast of the DX’er, stations whose 
paths traverse that direction (on a great circle path ) will be subject to potential absorption. For the 
zone to the West, the reverse is true. For DX’ers living below 40 degrees North Latitude, the effect will 
usually be absorption on North, Northwest or Northeast paths. 

The absorption results in the ability to hear stations which would otherwise be buried by the 
stations whose signals have been largely or totally absorbed. 

Thus, it is quite normal for auroral conditions to be observable in Europe but not NA and/or 
vice versa, depending on the relative times listened. Also, owing to the location of the Magnetic North 
Pole, conditions would vary from Europe to NA based on that alone, all else being equal.

MEDIUM COOL MOROCCO 
By Martin Elbe (in Medium Wave Circle e-mail) 

This Wednesday I returned from a two-weeks trip to Agadir in southern Morocco. Of course I had 
my Sangean ATS 909 with me, and as the receiver is rather deaf on mediumwave with the built-in 
ferrite antenna, I had a 50x50 cm loop with me to boost signals. DX-friend Erik Kugland made this 
collapsible antenna, it fits perfectly into a suitcase and can be assembled within 5 minutes. Tests here at 
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home showed a significant improvement of reception with this loop compared to a barefoot Sangean. 

The hotel in Agadir was about 300 or 400 meters from the Atlantic, so I had expected a lot. Madeira, 
Gibraltar, Azores, Senegal’s regional station R. St. Louis and Radio Syd from Gambia were hot favourites, 
but... 

Noise-level on the balcony was moderate, but in the early evening hours a lot of TV interferences. 
As reference I had Hermann Boel’s excellent list of LW and MW stations with me. Sunrise was at 0630 
UTC, Sunset at 1830 hrs UTC. Fade-in started about 60 minutes before sunset, after 1800 UTC the MW 
was crowded with Spanish stations. 

Daytime reception was confined to Morocco, Canary Islands and Madeira. Here’s a short sum- 
mary: 

MOROCCO: Agadir on 936 was the strongest station, 600 kW about 20 km south of the city. Second 
was 774 kHz, 50 kW running the Berber programming for Agadir. Hermann lists this station as active 
from 06-14 hrs, but that’s 
definitely wrong. Don’t 
know, when they sign on,

it was on. And it’s used till 
the late evening, but recep- 
tion is disturbed through Spain in the evening hours. 711 kHz Laayoune was the third strongest 
Moroccan station. Strong signals, but audio-quality varies a lot. Usually it was good, when they were 
in // with 936 (and FM 91.0 MHz) relaying nationwide programming, but during local programmes 
the audio was rather muffled, e.g. at 1800 UTC. Medi 1 was heard weak on 171 and strong on 9575 kHz, 
// to local FM 104.6 MHz. (Third FM station audible in Agadir was the French service on 92.4 MHz, 
with English at 1030 hrs, All FM stations in Mono only without RDS.) 

ALGERIA: The Saharan clandestine on 1550 came in from 0700-0800 s/off and from 1800 s/on. 
Surprisingly the longwave 252 suffered from heavy interference through Atlantic 252! Hadn’t expected 
that. 

MADEIRA: Two stations audible only. Posto Emissor de Radiodifusao do Funchal on 1530 was the 
best, audible even on the barefoot Sangean, fair to good with the loop. After sunset in a mix with 
Vatican and VOA Sao Tome, but most times dominant. RDP 603 kHz was weaker and only audible 

during daytime. From 1730 hrs onwards it was wiped out by Spain. No trace at all of 531 kHz, 
maybe they are on the other side of Madeira, screened by the hills over there. And absolutely no beep 
of the 1 Kilowatters on 1485, 1332 and 1017 kHz. 

CANARY ISLANDS: All of the listed stations were audible in good quality. R. Ecca on 1269 has 
poor gudio, is rather overmodulated. 1008 kHz, listed as Radio Voz in Hermann’s list is in fact identi- 
fying as R. Las Palmas and is belonging to Onda Cero network. 

SENEGAL: Bad luck with Senegal. No trace of St. Louis on 1368 kHz. On 765 kHz I heard French, 
but that turned out to be Switzerland. So I guess they are either off or on low power only. Bad luck also 
for the rest of Africa, nothing from R. Syd. Also nothing heard from the Azores. 836 kHz impossible 
due to powerhouse COPE Las Palmas, not even a heterodyne in the night. 1259 also impossible, with 
R. Algeciras coming in loud on 1260. 

GIBRALTAR: That was on top of my list. I heard Gibraltar in the 80ies in Spain and Portugal, but 
they didn’t answer my reports at that time. And as there was the news in the DX-press, that they are 
using a new transmitter now, replacing the old, ineffective outlet, I thought that would be a piece of 
cake. Wrong, completely wrong! Absolutely nothing during daytime, one hour before sunset a signal 
faded in, turned out to be Albania, relaying VOA and later on Deutsche Welle for Kosovo. From 1800 
hrs onwards Sunrise Radio came in, they were extremely loud. In fact, Sunrise Radio is giving better 
reception there than Luxembourg’s 1440 kHz! I never heard Sunrise Radio so often in my life than 
down there... Luckily, on one day I got pop tunes between 2000 and 2020 hrs and English commercials. 
Bjarne Melde reports in today’s HCDx, that the new transmitter will come into service in November, 
so that explains a lot. Nearby R. Algeciras in La Linea had a powerhouse signal on 1260 kHz. 

CEUTA: 1583.6 kHz spoiled reception of 1584 completely. Nasty heterodynes must make it un- 
pleasant to listen to even in Ceuta. Alas, I never heard a local programme. 

PORTUGAL: Renescenga strong on 963 kHz, and R. Comercial on 1035, IDing as “R. Nacional”. 

All in all nothing spectacular. With a barefoot Sangean results would have been even more disap- 
pointing. Which leaves me with the question, if there is any good receiver for traveling on the market? 
Lightweight, digital readout, sensitive on MW and with good selectivity? I don’t find the Sangean very 
convincing on MW.

First up this time is a continuation of the discussion of the EWE antenna: 

Mark Durenberger <mrkdrnbrgr@state.net>: Tom, do you think this could be scaled down for use 
in the MW broadcast band? 

Thomas Giella <kn4lf@webtv.net>: After much experimentation I have found the 10/50/10 setup 
to be the maximum amount of scale down that you can do for the broadcast band and have the an- 
tenna still demonstrate decent bi-directional characteristics. The 20/100/20 scheme works better. 

Patrick Martin <mwdxer@webtv.net>: Yes, it can be used for MW. I have using my version since 
the early 80s here on the Northern Oregon coast with excellent results. It works very well indeed. 

Mark Durenberger: What wire lengths are you using? 

Patrick Martin: About 200 feet. 

Mauno Ritola <ritola@pp.inet.fi>: So the vertical parts are 40 feet? 

Patrick Martin: No the whole thing. The vertical pieces are about 30 feet long, so the horizontal 
piece is about 140 feet. 


Here’s a tip to help log one of the more elusive X-banders: 

Steve Francis <Amdxmail@aol.com>: I don’t know whether KQXX-1700 in Brownsville even has a 
10kw rig yet (few have reported them since they signed on the air in May), but for what it’s worth, 
they'll have a later power-down time than the other Texan on 1700 (KTBK Sherman) for three months 
beginning November 1. The times when KQXX can legally be on 10kw while the other three on the 
frequency will (or at least should) be on 1kw are 6:30-6:45 PM EST in November, 6:15-6:30 (maybe even 
6:45 - the line runs right through Brownsville) in December, and 6:45-7:00 in January. Don’t forget that 
WAEN Miami Springs changed to One-on-One Sports, so KQXX is now the only 1700 station in Span- 
ish, as well as the only one with a music format. 


And a tip on where to get a Superadio III: 

Chet Copeland <CHETCOP@webtv.net>: If anyone needs a GE SRIII, Ames (concentrated in the 
N.E, a shade dowdier than K-Mart, but Wash D.C.’s only in-city facsimile of K-Mart) carries it at $60 (I 
saw it there two weeks ago). There is a coupon for 30% off any 1 regular priced item in tomorrow’s 
flyer in papers delivered at home (but not in the flyers picked up at the store or (I believe) in papers 
bought at retail places). The Sunday coupon section is delivered here on Saturdays, so I get advance 
notice. This coupon appears about every six weeks. Great for getting items that never go on sale there! 


Here’s some info on KBOI’s upcoming changes: 

Patrick Martin: Apparently the story is true. I called KBOI this afternoon and spoke to one of the 
engineers. The previous owner made a deal with the owners of 

KIRN-Simi Valley. The pervious owner got lots of $$$ in return KBOT lost their protection. It is like 
a new station was coming on in Boise. KIRN is going to apply for at least 30KW to cover So. Cal with 
the Iranian programming. Right now KBOI is operating with 12.5 KW nights ND and about 5 KW 
days, while the guys are working on the new towers. Within a couple of weeks the new 6 tower system 
should be up and running. KBOI will still be 550 KW ND Days, but a mostly Northerly pattern with 50 
KW nights. So KBOI should have a good signal into Europe. 

Steve Francis: Glory be! I had thought the CP was for all North all the time (U3). So we in the East 
can still dream of hearing it some day! 

Deane D. McIntyre <dmcintyr@ucalgary.ca>: Before going to 12.5 kW nights, here in Calgary KBOI- 
670 was a regular here at night, but was bothered by the slop from local 50 kW CFFR-660, both stations 
having nearly the same bearing at my QTH. Thus with CFFR nulled, on 670 so was KBOI and thus it 
was easy to log WMAQ. Recently, KBOI has been much weaker, of course. I just checked the KBOI CP 
on the FCC site; the main lobe at night is almost due north (3 degrees to be exact) with an ERP I 
calculate as being about 300 kW, directed almost straight at Calgary! Now CFFR has fairly deep nulls 
to the SE and SW, and I suspect for many Alberta listeners south of Calgary the 
slop from KBOI will become a serious problem with receiving CFFR at night. 
Will not be surprised if KBOI becomes the strongest US signal at night into 
Calgary (during the day, KMON-560 will continue to have that honour). The 
new KBOI pattern also has a broad lobe to the west with of course a sharp null 
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to the east to protect WMAQ. 


Russell Edmunds <wb2bjh@hotmail.com>: Does anybody know if there is any (on paper at least) 
restriction on how long the initial allocations for the X-Band were given to become operational? I’m 
somewhat surprised by the relatively small number of them on. And what is the status on those which 
were allocated initially, but have never applied for or been granted CP’s? We've seen a few alterations, 
but not many. 

Steve Francis: Don’t know about the first part, but when list number 3 was released in the late 
summer of 1997, the FCC said they had a year to apply for a CP. 64 of the 88 did. 29 of the 64 are on the 
air. I suspect a lot of them applied just to sweeten a potential license sale deal somewhere down the 
line, and that they have no intention of constructing anything. Keep in mind that every station on the 
list got there because of an idea that someone at the station had in 1992 or earlier. That someone has 


probably moved on or even left AM radio altogether. It’s probably 
CKAC 730 wishful thinking on our parts to hope that there are still people at 

those remaining stations who have any plans to exercise their X-band 
privileges. The sad part is that, for example, 880 in Phoenix OR is one of the ones who did nothing after 
getting the green light to file for a CP in 1997. Their time ran out a year ago. Since 1650 in the Pacific 
NW is wide open, why does the FCC not solicit other applicants for the 1650 spot?? There may be other 
stations in that neck of the woods who are eager to get on the X-band. Yet because somebody at (now) 
KCMX-880 applied in 1992, and the station has no interest in the X-band, 1650 in the NW is going to 
waste. 

And does anybody really believe that either 1530 or 1660 in Elizabeth NJ is going to close down 
forever some time in the next 14 months? Are they even commonly owned any more? If not, I really 
can’t see 1530 cheerfully bulldozing the tower and transmitter because some other station in town is 
doing well on another frequency. The list came out more than two years ago, and Miami Springs-1700 
will have been on for two years come November 2. 

Ragnar Danneskjold <lwdxer@juno.com>: What I want to see is how many of them fight to keep 
the original frequency once the period for simulcasting ends. I also would like to know how many of 
the stations that sold the X-Band freq will shut down operations in the lower band when the period for 
simulcasting is over. This could be interesting. 

Patrick Martin: NJ-1660 & CA-1640 were even on before that! This will be interesting, as many are 
selling or have sold their original frequencies. That is how the stations are getting around that. Few X 
Banders really have that many listeners anyway. Few listen to AM anymore and few radios tune the X 
Band. I have been told that few of the X Banders will come on. It is too expensive. 

Russell Edmunds: “Since 1650 in the Pacific NW is wide open, why does the FCC not solicit other 
applicants for the 1650 spot?? There may be other stations in that neck of the woods who are eager to 
get on the X-band. Yet because somebody at (now) KCMX-880 applied in 1992, and the station has no 
intergst in the X-band, 1650 in the NW is going to waste.” Probably because the FCC is largely ineffec- 
tive??? “And does anybody really believe that either 1530 or 1660 in Elizabeth NJ is going to close 
down forever some time in the next 14 months?” No. “Are they even commonly owned any more?” I 
seem to recall that they are not. In addition to the stations who don’t want to move, there are some who 
had longstanding unbuilt CP’s on the “standard” band, never built there, got an allocation to the X 
Band, and haven't there, either. Although I know that there are land-use and acquisition issues and 
have been, the Lakeside, NJ CP comes immediately to mind. And, not only has 1700-FL been on 2 
years, it’s now on its 4th set of call letters already! And 1660-NJ is on it’s 3rd. 

Doug Smith <w9wi@bellsouth.net>: “Probably because the FCC is largely ineffective???” My guess 
is they want to get everything settled down — to know who is and isn’t going to be using their slot — 
before they consider letting anyone new get a space. The regulations for how long you have to build a 
CP have been firmed up (though it’s too early to see whether they actually plan to stick to the new 
regs). So it shouldn’t be possible for these people to sit on these allocations forever. I think we're just 
going to have to see the unused CPs expire before anything else happens. “Are they even commonly 
owned any more?’ ‘I seem to recall that they are not.” This, I see going into litigation...(or, the Commis- 
sion quietly approving a renewal for 1530...) WHY did the FCC approve the transfer of control of 1530 
in the first place? If I were dictator thereof, I might have approved it but ONLY if I were shown a 
contract in which the buyer acknowledges understanding that their purchase vanishes in 2001... 

Russell Edmunds: “I think we’re just going to have to see the unused CPs expire before anything 
else happens.” I thought from some of the prior discussion, that had already occurred. “This, I see 
going into litigation... (or, the Commission quietly approving a renewal for 1530...) WHY did the FCC 
approve the transfer of control of 1530 in the first place? If I were dictator thereof, I might have ap- 
proved it but ONLY if I were shown a contract in which the buyer acknowledges understanding that 
their purchase vanishes in 2001...” And, 1 suspect, there may be a number of others eagerly awaiting 
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the outcome here, because this isn’t the only one where one or the other of the facilities has been sold 
after both were on, or so I seem to recall. Ultimately, I expect that the Commission will, indeed beat a 


strategic retreat, as you suggest. 


Pete Kemp <kempp@bethel.k12.ct.us>: The diamond shaped tower for WADO is gone! (More on 
p- 22-3 -pls.) The top half was taken down by three cranes Sunday, 10/17, and by that night the whole 
thing was gone. Only the small directional mast remains. Interesting to note that this antenna was built 
in 1934. As such, according to NYC locals, this was the longest-standing tower in Metro NY. New 
antennas will go up for WADO’s switch to 50KW soon. 

Russell Edmunds: And may the Bird of Paradise contrive to cause as many delays on that as there 
have been on the WFUV-90.7 tower. Another 50 kw’er, we don’t need.

Honoring radio’s pioneer Celebration marks 


the magic of first trans-Atlantic signal 
By Doug Fraser, Staff Writer South Wellfleet, Cape Cod Times (via Pete Kemp) 


Ca Marconi was not quite 30 years 
old when he built four 210-foot towers on 
a desolate stretch of dune here, bounced a signal 
off the Earth’s atmosphere across the ocean, and 
pried open the door to the modern age of telecom- 
munications. Turn-of-the-century Cape Cod had 
no electricity. 

The towers, with their cat’s cradle of wires, were 
as alien to locals as a space shuttle landing at 
Barnstable Municipal Airport would be today. 

Tt concept of sending messages through the 

air was still magical to most. The sounds 
that attended the process, the roar of generators, 
the sizzling crack of the sparks created in sending 
- which could be heard for miles around - and the 
fact the messages had to be sent at night when at- 
mospheric conditions were best, added to that 
aura. 

”At times, when I’m transmitting, with the 
static, at night, I picture myself as Marconi,” Bob 
Doherty, the president of the Marconi Club of 
Southeastern Massachusetts told the crowd of 
amateur radio operators, history buffs, proud Ital- 
ians and Italian-Americans gathered at Cape Cod 
National Seashore headquarters yesterday [Oct. 22] 
to honor the 125th birthday, and witness the re- 
dedication of a bust of the “Wizard of the Wire- 
less.” 

he 20th century arrived by boat in 

Provincetown Harbor one day in 1901. 
When Marconi, 27, stepped off the New York- 
Provincetown steamer and met Edward Cook, a 
local salvager, he was already famous in an era 
marked by such technological wizards as Thomas 
Alva Edison and Alexander Graham Bell. 

Over the years, Marconi had progressively in- 
creased the power on his signals to boost his trans- 
missions from 30 feet in 1895 to 200 miles by 1901. 
Cook found Marconi a site on the dunes of South 
Wellfleet to construct a transmitter /receiver for his 
biggest gamble yet - bouncing a signal off the 
Earth’s atmosphere and across the Atlantic, some- 
thing another wizard, Thomas Edison, the “Wiz- 
ard of Menlo Park,” said couldn’t be done. 

“His great dream had always been to make the 
first such transmission across the Atlantic,” said 


Princess Elettra Marconi, the only surviving child 
of the great inventor, who traveled from her resi- 
dence in Rome for the ceremony. 

The princess unveiled a bust of her father that 
had been restored after it was stolen two years ago. 
It was the second time the bust had been stolen 
from the site of the original transmitting station 
out on the dunes. The park decided it would be 
safer inside. 

aria Bianchi Gutwaks and 40 members of 

La Stella di Italia, an Italian cultural club 
from Springfield, boarded a bus early yesterday 
morning and traveled to the event. They brought 
American and Italian flags, wore the Italian tri-col- 
ors and sang the Italian anthem when Princess 
Elettra was escorted into the building that sits not 
far from the original transmitter site. 

Gutwaks explained that Elettra means electric, 
a sign of the princess’s father’s true passion. “I was 
9 years old when he died, and I went to see him 
lying in state,” said Gutwaks. She said her group 
came to celebrate the life of a great Italian. 

uglielmo Marconi also established a cul 

ture of amateur operators that still thrives. 
It was a Marconi amateur wireless operator soci- 
ety from which the great ocean liners recruited their 
wireless operators. 

While initially introduced for the convenience 
of passengers, their messages were also the only 
way to communicate disaster and call for help. It 
was the Wellfleet station that monitored the last 
messages of the Titanic. 

OC: a table behind him, Doherty had set up 

a laptop to send Morse code messages 
around the world. Keys on the computer are pro- 
grammed to send out the long-short bursts of the 
code. Doherty said it is still a universal language 
understood all over the world. 

In 1974, on Marconi’s 100th birthday, Doherty 
also set up transmitters at the Wellfleet site and 
sent a message duplicating the one Marconi sent 
in 1903, with greetings from President Theodore 
Roosevelt to King Edward VII of England. That 
was the first transmission ever sent back and forth 
from Europe to America. 


So... You want to be a convention host!?

(Note: Ernie, an experienced convention host, suggests that the following is a “tentative” draft of 
guidelines for planning and hosting an NRC convention. He invites anyone to forward suggestions 
for additions and changes to him at 13312 Westwood Ln - Omaha, NE 68144-3543 -pls.) 

It must be understood that convention hosting is not a thing to,think of lightly. It takes hours of 
hard work, and through the the four-day experience, you will be quite busy and probably have not 
too much sleep. Nevertheless, you should enjoy hosting, as at the end, you will look at the past as a 
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memorable and enlightening experience. You'll also see that it is most helpful to have helpers in your 
area to take on tasks for you. 


Hosting the NRC Convention 

Before submitting your bid for the convention to the NRC Board Chairman, you should have in 
mind the location of a hotel. It would be wise to go to at least three hotels and get room rates. The 
suggested minimum is 25 double rooms. If you have a local Convention and Visitors’ Bureau, they can 
perform this service for you. 

Next is to have an idea as for the location of food services and a location for the banquet. The hotel 
with a restaurant is desireable but not completely necessary. These two items should be available for 
the Labor Day Weekend, as some people arrive on Thursday and leave on Tuesday. 

When you submit a bid, it is suggested that you include what experience you have had in attending 
other radio club conventions or if you have worked either as a host or helping with another local 
function. Are you at least 21 years of age to sign a contract with the hotel? 

After your bid has been accepted and you are designated as hosting the future NRC Convention, 
you have time to set up your arrangements as to what you want to do. Here is a list of suggested items 
for which you may or may not want to plan. 

1. Secure hotel as soon as possible. Notify Board Chairman when this is completed. Location of 
hotel with airport pickup is not necessary but suggested. You may or may not want to provide trans- 
portation to an airport or bus depot. 

2. Secure date and time of the annual banquet. Usually held on Saturday evening. 

3. Choose location of the Annual Business Meeting and auction. 

4. Notify your Convention and Visitors’ Bureau of the dates of the convention and ask for name-tag 
holders (plastic) and local brochures. 

5. Provide for a tour of a radio station or some other local interest your city may have. In the past, 
we have done tours of an air traffic control, a railroad communications center, a 911 center, radio mu- 
seums, and a military base underground defense center. If a large event occurs during the convention, 
groups of DXers may want to go on their own to the event, which may be festivals, fairs, a re-enact- 
ment, or a celebration. 

6. Will you provide transportation to the tour, such as private DX’ers’ cars or a rental bus or vans? It 
is hard to expect how many DXers will attend a convention. Expect 35 to 50. The location city is what 
will attract the most people. 

7. COST: In the past, registration fees have been $40 sent to you and checks payable to the National 
Radio Club, which you forward to the treasurer EVERY TWO WEEKS! You may or may not want to 
send a postal card confirming the reservation. Members will make the hotel reservations on their own, 
but you will check with the hotel from time to time, cross-checking attendies. 

8. Secure beer (get okay from hotel to have your own), pop, ice, storage area for such, munchies 
every day and the convention booklet and schedule of events. Make sure that you have a facility for 
holding a large quantity of ice, such as a bathtub. 

9. Secure a meeting room in the hotel for three days. One sould bargain with the hotel for a free 
meeting room as long as you are renting sleeping rooms and the banquet at their location. Remember 
you will be paying all expenses for the three days from the registration fee. If there is a small overrun, 
the club will provide some expenses from receipts of the auction. A host should try to cover all ex- 
penses from the registration fee! 

10. Have some free time for DXers to travel in the area for transmitter sites. Also, set up something 
for a spouse to do in the daytime if not accompanying the main group of DX’ers. 

11. Select door prizes (mostly free or donated items) and receive auction items sent to your home 
weeks before the convention via UPS, etc. 

12. Make a map of the area showing locations of studios, transmitters, shopping centers, and loca- 
tions of places that might be of interest to DX’ers. Draw up a separate listing of churches and times of 
services, and if possible, phone numbers. 

13. Cost for DXers to attend is very important. How much are you willing to pay for transportation 
to the convention, the hotel charges and taxes, the registration fee, plus cost of food and other ex- 
penses? The lower you keep this, the more DX’ers attend. Transportation and hotei charges are the 
most expensive for attendees. 

14. If you are providing “goodie bags”, start collecting items at least three months before the con- 
vention. Publishers and firms catering to DX’ers are glad to send magazines and catalogs for distribu- 
tion, but give them 4-6 weeks notification time. Be sure to check packages of donated items sent to you 
from other DX’ers, as many of the items many not be suitable for the auction (bumper stickers and 
other radio ephemera) but may be perfect to help fill goodie bags, which do not have to contain items 
strictly of local interest. 


Finally , good luck with your endeavor. Once you've completed successfully an NRC convention, 
you and the experience will have become part of NRC history!

Well I missed issue #1, but here is a reintro anyway: I'm 42, single, working in the restaurant 
business for the last 10 years. I used to work in radio, spending most of the 1980’s at WKJR-1520/ 
WQW0Q-101.7 Muskegon Heights (both stations now have different calls and formats), I left there in 
1988 because of changes in management, I thought radio was getting too impersonal and automated 
back then! If only I knew then what I know now! I’ve also worked at WGHN-1370/92.1 and did 
college radio back in the 70’s at 10 watt WSRX 88.5, probably the most fun I had in radio because 
WSRX was totally freeform. That station, too, is long gone. I’ve enjoyed the discussions in “Target 
DX” in #30 & #1, it almost makes me want to get acomputer to get on the Reflector (almost!). Inr eality, 
I’ve never seen much use in my personal life for a computer, so I do not have one. Plus, as I get older, 
I prefer the old to new anyway. I see the FCC has given approval to at least one X-bander (WTTM- 
1660) to go to higher power at night and go directional (9000 watts, 4 towers, I believe) (Likely diplexed 
into the sight of WHWH-1350-DWS). I wonder if this will start a stampede of X-banders to adopt 
directional systems and higher powers, especially along the coast. And how long will it before one of 
them asks (and gets) 50000 watts directional days? The 50000 watt Class A (Or class I-A, as they used 
to be called) stations do have audiences outside their immediate city of license. The Chicago clears 
(especially WGN and WBBM) have lots of people listening to them up here in Michigan, a good 120 
miles (as the crow fly’s) away. When I was a kid, WCFL and WLS were my favorite Top 40 stations, 
much preferred by my friends and me to locals such as WTRU-1600 and WGRD-1410. Nowadays, 
with all that satellite programming, it’s less so, why listen to Rush or Dr. Laura here in MI on WLS’s 
relatively weak signal when locals like WOOD carry the same stuff? So in that respect, I guess listen- 
ing patterns have changed. As GENE MARTIN once remarked, the FCC prompted (with congres- 
sional prompting) back in the 1930’s to limit the clears to 50000 watts (forcing WLW to cut back from 
500000 watts, what a signal THAT must have been!) and in doing so, opted to place a priority on lower- 
powered, local stations with small coverage areas over high-powered, regional and national stations 
with wide-ranging signals. The FCC has consistently stuck with that policy since, for better or worse, 
its what we have to live with now. The irony is, with all the consolidations and mergers since 1996, we 
are left still with thousands of ‘small voices’ but they are all singing only a handful of tunes. What 
difference really does it make if there are 150 one thousand watt stations on one frequency, all relaying 
the same program (say, Art Bell) or one, 500000 watt station on the frequency broadcasting the pro- 
gram? Maybe if consolidation continues, and 3 or 4 companies end up owning virtually all the stations 
in the country, such a frequency consolidation would occur. It might be worth a try.

Thave been reading with interest the discussions of the clear channels as well as X-Band and inter- 
ference in general. My father worked for WLS and WBBM after pioneering electronics news in Tulsa 
on KTUL. Lets remember that some, if not many, former clears programmed mostly to localized areas 
so there wasn’t a lot of national support when the FCC decided to junk them. Others did suffer which 
were providing a more truly semi-national service and true community programs. Perhaps keeping a 
channel clear at night, especially during the summer when much in the lower 48 wouldn’t be able to 
hear anything was a waste. Now much of the interference comes from Cuba or Mexico to both the 
clears and regionals except perhaps in the Northwest. Around sunrise, that is about all you hear at my 
location or NW AR, although the directional array for the TX station on 890 must not be working right 
or WLS would come in better in KC. Even if all the US stations made their power/pattern changes at 
the right times, though, it would still be a mess with far too many being licensed, particularly to urban 
areas, and one can hear that monopoly of ownership hasn’t improved program content.

From a WADO Thread on the NY Radio Board 


by Al Germond (via Pete Kemp) 

Thanks for posting that great photo of the 1280 tower! This was taken from the edge of Paterson 
Plank Rd., in Carlstadt, NJ and was a long-time landmark of my youth. But the story behind the tower 
is even more interesting: this was the first home of WNEW when it opened on 1250 kilocycles, Feb. 13, 
1934! Going back to the NY Times, the newspaper Jan. 28, 1934, under “New Aerial for WNEW,” noted 
the old idea of two masts supporting the [horizontal] aerial being replaced by a vertical radiator of 
symmetrical design as stations modernize their installations. WABC had built and commissioned their 
Wayne, NJ vertical in 1931, WNEW was apparently second to go with a vertical in greater New York. 
The Times, Feb. 11, 1934 reported that President Roosevelt had been invited to press a button in his 
study at the White House “to signalize station WNEW, the newest broadcaster in the metropolitan 
area.” WNEW will operate at 1250 kilocycles with 2500-watts daytime, 1000-watts at night. With the 
exception of a few hours on Sunday and Monday, the station will operate from early morning to mid- 
night. WNEW’s signals will radiate from the 424-foot tower in Carlstadt, NJ but all programs would 
eminate from the station’s Newark studios on Broad St., and New York auxiliary studios at 501 Madi- 
son Ave. More details were fleshed out by the Times the following day with contradictory times: WNEW 
was to open “tonight at 8pm” but FDR was “invited to press a button in his study at 9 o’clock which 
will illuminate a lamp at the transmitter at Carlstadt, NJ.” [presumably to energize the transmitter] 
Following the signal from Washington, Yvonne D’Arlo, soprano, was to sing “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” and New Jersey Governor A. Harry Moore would give a welcoming speech. [The naional anthem 
was probably the first WNEW transmission; 8 pm may have been the start of a non-broadcast dedica- 
tion ceremony]Meanwhile, 501 Madison Ave., the NY studio, was mentioned as the former headquar- 
ters of the Amalgamated Broadcasting System [a defunct network organized by entertainer Ed Wynn]. 
WNEW did in fact open Tuesday Feb. 13, 1934 but the time was not specified in the Times article Feb. 
14, 1934. Confirmed was FDR’s participation in the opening of WNEW which the newspaper said 
represented consolidation of WODA, Paterson and WAAM, Newark. Miss D’Arlo sang in the Madi- 
son Ave., studio; Gov. Moore spoke from 
his home in Jersey City. We are told from 
other posts this was the oldest radio tower 
in the NYC area. But other history tells us 
WABC’s 640-ft Lodi, NJ tower began its life 
in the 20s as WJZ’s vertical radiator at 
Boun@ Brook, NJ. The entire WJZ plant was 
moved from Bound Brook to Lodi in 1943- 
4 and this presumably included the 640-ft 
tower. Less factual is the old yarn about 
WNEW’s Carlstadt towers being the con- 
solidation of WABC’s [now WCBS] pre- 
Wayne installation on Cross Bay Blvd. in 
Queens. After moving off the roof of the 
old A.H. Grebe and Co., factory in Rich- 
mond Hill, WABC installed a 5kW plant 
featuring a long-wire strung between two 
self-supporting towers which according to 
this yarn were dismantled and joined to- 
gether to form the 424-ft WNEW tower. 
Confirmation or denial of this wild tale is 
urgently requested! Of course, WNEW 
ended up on 1130, Arde Bulova’s WOV 
popped up on 1280 [the NARBA successor 
frequency] and WADO succeeded WOV 
40-years ago. Folks who exceed me in age 
have fond recollections of Fred Robbins on 
WOV in the 40s and 50s. But the rig on the 
Paterson Plank Rd., was WNEW’s first 
transmitter and tower.
